AGAWAM - Nearly 300 eighth- 
graders at Agawam Junior High 
School can now call themselves 
published authors. 

They’re the first students in the 
nation to use an innovative writ- 
ing program to help them become 
authors, both digitally and in ink. 
Their books were published in ear- 
ly June — more than 100 have been 
sold — as part of a writing project 
called the Future Authors Program 
(FAP). 

Following publication of their 
books, students held a book sign- 
ing event at the Agawam Public 
Library. The event was hosted 
by Agawam-based Bridgeport 
National Bindery (BNB), which 
launched the FAP in January. 

Students wrote 24-page books 
in one of five genres — fiction, non- 
fiction, memoir, poetry or graphic 
novel (fiction in comic book form) 
— and then uploaded their books to 
an electronic book tool provided 
by online publisher Lulu.com, 


which will sell the books for two 
years. A portion of each sale will 
go to a fund that will support the 
FAP for the next school year. Book 
purchasers could get their copies 
signed by the authors during the 
book-signing event. 

Once the books were uploaded, 
BNB published hardcover copies 
from the digital files. BNB then 
gave students a hardcover copy of 
their book and donated archival 
copies to the town library. 

“The best part for the kids was 
when they uploaded their books 
and got the message, “You are now 
a published author,” said AJHS 
English teacher Stephanie Harris, 
one of the six English teachers in- 
volved with the FAP. 


‘Huge accomplishment’ 

“It's a huge accomplishment. 
I feel really proud to be part of it. 
This is one of the most challeng- 
ing things these students have ever 
done, but they felt good when it was 
all over,’ Harris added. “It’s incred- 
ible — they can come back to the li- 
brary 20 years from now and show

Agawam to stay with MCAS 
for next school year

AGAWAM - The state may 
soon scrap the MCAS standard- 
ized test for students in grades 3 to 
8, but Agawam plans to stick with 
the test for one more year. 

The school committee voted 6 
to 1 at its June 24 meeting to retain 
the nearly 20-year-old test instead 
of transitioning to a computer- 
based assessment — the Partner- 
ship for Assessment of Readiness 
for College and Careers (PARCC) 
— for the 2014-15 school year. 

The Massachusetts Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education gave all districts until 
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June 30 to decide which test stu- 
dents will take next year. The fi- 
nal deadline is early October, but

Agawam voters can 
weigh in on casino 


November ballot question 
seeks to repeal casino law

AGAWAM - One of the biggest 
criticisms among some Agawam 
residents has been the fact they 
did not have a vote in the decision 
to site a casino in western Massa- 
chusetts. 

Potential sites in Springfield 
and West Springfield were most 
concerning, especially after the 
Massachusetts Gaming Com- 
mission awarded a license to 


MGM-Springfield two weeks ago. 
Now, Agawam voters are finally 
getting a chance to be involved. 
This November, with seats in 
the Massachusetts House of Rep- 
resentatives, Senate and a new 
governor to be decided on, voters 
in the Commonwealth will also 
have the opportunity to be heard 
as they vote on a ballot question 
that seeks to repeal the casino 
law that was passed by the state 
legislature several years ago.

Council completes snow 
and ice removal funding

AGAWAM —- Agawam City 
Councilors approved a_ request 
from Mayor Richard Cohen to 
approve the deficit expenses from 
the 2013-2014 winter, but warned 
they may not fund the request next 
year if it is not brought to them 
sooner. 

Both Council President Chris- 
topher Johnson and Vice President 
Dennis Perry chided the mayor for 
not bringing the funding transfer 
to them sooner, giving them virtu- 


ally no time to consider the fund- 
ing request because the budget 
needed to be balanced before the 
end of the fiscal year. 

Johnson said it is unnecessary 
when the final winter storm was 
in March that the funding requests 
for deficit spending was done in 
June. 

“Frankly, there’s no excuse for 
it,’ Johnson said at the council’s 
June 23 meeting, the same night

The historic “Cyclone” roller coaster ride will be retired by Six Flags New 
England on July 20. The ride was built more than 31 years ago.

AGAWAM - Last Tuesday, June 24, Six 
Flags New England announced they would 
be retiring the famous “Cyclone” roller 
coaster ride that has been a staple at the park 
for 31 years. 

Public Relations Director Jennifer Mc- 
Grath said the decision to retire one of the 
most historic wooden roller coasters in the 
park’s history was not taken lightly, and Six 
Flags plans to give it the ultimately sendoff. 

“We will be retiring the ride on July 20,” 
said McGrath. “There will be a great retire- 
ment ceremony where we will also be invit- 
ing teachers from all over the area that are 
retiring as well. This is a historical attrac- 
tion, and we want to celebrate it along with 
education at the same time.” 

The Cyclone was built in 1983 and was 
the largest roller coaster at Riverside Park 
before Six Flags took ownership in 1999 and 
began constructing larger roller coasters. Ac- 
cording to a press release from McGrath, the 
Cyclone is one of the largest wooden coast- 
ers in the world, and the amazing wooden 
architecture unfurls over 3,400 feet of track. 

“As 24 thrill seekers board each Cyclone 
train, they quickly climb 109 feet to the 
top then plummet down at speeds of over 
50 miles per hour,” the press release states. 
“Riders also experience twists and turns 
around every corner as they face a variety of 
hills and weightlessness. Like any wooden 
coaster, the clicks and rattles from the frame 
only enhance the element of thrill riders 
face.” The Cyclone currently is one of the 
two wooden coasters housed at Six Flags 
New England. 

McGrath said Six Flags officials, includ- 


ing President John Winkler, took a number 
of different factors into effect before the park 
made the decision to close the ride down. 

“We considered its location, age, main- 
tenance costs, ridership, the feelings of our 
guests and the historic significance of the 
ride,” said McGrath. 

Recently, Six Flags unveiled the Sky- 
screamer, the ultimate swing ride. The ride, 
which is located adjacent to the Cyclone on 
the north side of the park, takes riders on 
swings 40 stories in the air. 

“We have a lot of exciting things happen- 
ing on that end of the park,’ McGrath said. 
“We are definitely planning to have some- 
thing special there for our guests.” 

McGrath confirmed Six Flags officials 
will be making an announcement for their 
next big attraction in 2015. She declined 
to say what that attraction would be at this 
time, but says it could be a ride, a show or 
some other type of attraction. McGrath also 
said the next big attraction may not be lo- 
cated where the Cyclone is currently. 

“Tt may be a year or two before we get the 
Cyclone dismantled and decide what will be 
put in its place,” she said. 

McGrath has been casually polling guests 
in line to ride the Cyclone. 

“Some of the riders are disappointed be- 
cause it was something their father took 
them on,” said McGrath. “Others feel like 
they have done the ride, and what is next?” 

McGrath confirmed that the Thunderbolt, 
a smaller and older roller coaster at the park, 
will live to see its 75th birthday. She says the 
coaster, which is landmarked by the Ameri- 
can Coaster Enthusiasts, will remain at the 
park for the foreseeable future. 

The Cyclone will remain open daily until 
its retirement July 20.

Judicial Court has overruled attorney general and candidate 
for governor Martha Coakley’s decision that the ballot ques- 
tion would have forced MGM to lose property without being 
compensated. 

The court ruling will allow voters to overturn licenses that 
have already been awarded to Springfield and Plainville. The 
town of Plainville was awarded the slot parlor license agreed 
to by the legislature when the casino law was developed. 
Springfield was awarded the first full casino license, and the 
gaming commission is in the process of ruling on a license to 
be awarded in eastern Massachusetts. 

As a result of the court ruling, an $800 million casino re- 
sort proposed by MGM will be delayed until voters hit the 
polls in November. 

The repeal vote was made possible when 68,911 signa- 
tures were gathered last fall to put the issue on the ballot. 
Coakley rejected the petition, leading to the petitioners suing 
for the right to put the question on the ballot. 

In Agawam, Mayor Richard Cohen and his administration 
have been watching the issue very closely. Cohen established 
a casino mitigation committee to research casinos and the 
potential effect they would have on the community. 

Traffic, proximity to the schools and other economic 
impacts were the biggest areas identified. City Councilor 
George Bitzas filed a resolution asking the council to op- 
pose the casino proposed by Hard Rock International on the 
grounds of the Big E in West Springfield. 

When West Springfield voters turned down Hard Rock’s 
proposal and Springfield’s had been the lone proposal to 
pass, Cohen’s committee then turned its attention to negoti- 
ating a mitigation settlement with MGM. Agawam was one 
of the first few surrounding communities to make an agree- 
ment with MGM. 

They settled on payments of $125,000 up front to pay for 
legal fees and $150,000 per year for 15 years. The state has 
already reimbursed Agawam for legal fees to negotiate the 
settlement. Agawam’s contract has a unique “look-back” 
clause that calls for the possibility for re-negotiating mitiga- 
tion payments after one and five years. 

Cohen and his committee have never taken an official 
stance on whether or not they want casinos in the area. The 
committee is still technically active, though they have not 
been meeting since the settlement was made in December. 

The mayor did not say whether they would begin meeting 
to assist town voters with information needed to make an 
informed voting decision. Richard Thereoux, the town clerk 
and chairman of the casino mitigation committee, did say he 
expects a huge voter turnout this fall.

Council completes snow and ice removal funding

they were faced with passing the fiscal year 2015 budget. 
“Tf this happens again, I will not support it and it will end up 
getting added to the tax levy for next year.” 

Cohen requested $169,345.09 from the line item reserve 
fund to cover the deficits from the past winter. The town spent 
$55,247 for overtime for snow and ice removal. They used 
an extra $69,112 for heavy equipment rentals to move snow 
to other locations. Another $44,985 was used for materials, 
including additional sand and salt mixtures to treat roads. 

The mayor received permission to deficit spend on the line 
items back in March. Johnson said at that point, the mayor 
stopped sending the council per storm calculations of what 
was being spent. 

“We gave him his deficit spending resolution and that is 
when we stopped receiving updates,’ Johnson said. “There 
is no excuse for it. We then got the resolution in June when 
snow removal had stopped at the end of March.” 

Agawam, like many other towns, often has to do some 
deficit spending for snow and ice removal. The city council 
has routinely accommodated the requests to deficit spend in 
order to make sure town roads are safe for travel. 
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This year’s snowfall was heavy, but Department of Public 
Works Superintendent Christopher Golba said the frequency 
of plowable events and the amount of material needed to 
treat roads adds up. 

The majority of the plowable events occurred in January 
and February with light accumulations happening in March. 
Because of colder temperatures, it took quite some time for 
snow to melt away from places such as athletic fields. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo, who chairs the Finance Sub- 
Committee of the council, said the committee supported the 
request by a vote of 3-0, but requested the fund transfer re- 
quests be submitted sooner so the council and subcommittee 
has an ample opportunity to look over the bills. 

“We have our backs against the wall to pass this or it goes 
toward the tax levy for next year,” said Johnson. “We should 
not have to do this in the middle of budget season.” 

Cohen said this week the request went to the council when 
it did because he had to wait for final figures. 

“It was not late,’ said Cohen. “We had to wait for all the 
figures and numbers and have it completed by the end of the 
fiscal year.”

Committee members air their

During the discussion prior to voting, 
committee members expressed their con- 
cerns — and frustrations — about PARCC. 
Shelley Reed said PARCC will double the 
amount of time students will be tested since 
it would be administered twice a year instead 
of once a year like MCAS. 

“T can’t see how teachers would have time 
for anything else, but to teach to PARCC. Ev- 
eryone knows teachers do not have enough 
time to teach what they do now,” Reed said. 

She added that testing is not teaching. 
“How much testing is enough? We’re finally 
given the opportunity to have a response to a 
state mandate and I say no. I think we should 
remain with MCAS until we’re forced to go 
with PARCC,” she said. 

Carmino Mineo said he was against 
PARCC because not enough research has 
been done on it. “With so much unproven, 
I’m not in favor of replacing MCAS,” he 
said. 

Diane Juzba said one of her concerns with 
PARCC is there is no method to test stu- 
dents who have severe disabilities.

An angry Anthony Bonavita described the 
process used by the state to have school com- 
mittees decide between PARCC and MCAS 
as “totally flawed” and last minute.

New test developmentally 
inappropriate 

“T feel we’re replacing our kindergarten- 
er’s hands with a (computer) mouse instead 
of crayons. Developmentally, I don’t think 
that is appropriate. We’re asking elementary- 
age children to take on tests and tasks that 
they may not be developmentally prepared 
to take on,” Rua said. 

The lone vote against staying with MCAS 
was Roberta Doering. She said it was an 
“old” test. Doering said while she under- 
stood all the things that were discussed about 
PARCC, she felt Agawam “was ready” to ac- 
cept something new. 

“Not just because it’s new — I don’t be- 
lieve in testing, period — but I think we have 
moved beyond MCAS with our curriculum,” 
she said. 

After the discussion, Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli commended the committee for 
trying to do their homework on PARCC with 
a limited amount of time. 

“The state threw it in your laps. You had 
no chance to review it or to interview people 
until the last minute; but you’ve been trying 
to do your homework to make sure you rep- 
resent the parents,” he said. 

PARCC is optional for 2015, but in 2016 
all districts must use PARCC or a PARCC- 
like test, aligned with the Common Core 
curriculum now used in Massachusetts pub- 
lic schools. 

Switching to PARCC to assess math and 
ELA only affects grades 3 to 8. High-school- 
ers will continue taking MCAS through the 
Class of 2018.

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Shrimp & Rice Salad 


It is not very pleasant to think about 
cooking on those very hot and humid 
summer days. This recipe is cool and 
refreshing and requires the option of 
the stovetop but no oven or grill. 

There have been times that I have 
substituted red bell pepper for the 
tomato but it is usually not neces- 
sary this time of year. Draining the 
chopped tomato on a clean paper 
towel helps to sustain the intensity 
of the salad dressing. I always have a 
bag of cooked shrimp in my freezer 
and I prefer the larger ones (26-30 
count per pound). But for this recipe, I like 
to cut them in half or in three pieces. 

Goat cheese may be substituted for the 
Feta cheese but I like how the Feta gives the 
dish an added salty flavor. And to add an- 
other burst of salt, try substituting Kalamata 
olives for black olives. 

Prepared, packaged rice pilaf (purchased 
dry in a 5-6 oz. bag) is my favorite way to 
serve rice as a side dish, but plain cooked 
rice is acceptable. Since the package produc- 
es 4 servings, I may use it for one hot meal 
and use the leftovers for this recipe or vice 
versa. Of course, this means you will need 
to heat up the kitchen. Since I have never 
mastered cooking plain rice, I have found 
ways to cheat. I will often purchase steamed 
brown rice from a Chinese restaurant. I buy 
a large container and divide it into half-cup 
servings and freeze until ready to use. Or, 
now I am able to find several types of mi- 
crowaveable rice packaged in two, one-cup 
containers. They are already cooked and just 


need to be heated. (I never 
microwave any food in a plas- 
tic container. I transfer it to a 
glass container.) If you choose 
the packaged rice pilaf, it will 
add enough salt. If using any 
plain rice, you may need to 
salt and pepper to taste, even 
with the Feta and Kalamata 
olives. 

The last time I prepared this 
recipe I had no lettuce but I 
did have some baby spinach. I 
liked it even better than the 
bed of lettuce.
